A USEFUL INVENTION. 


For several days th ere has been on 
exhibition at the Eugene Edge corner 
an invention which is sim ple In design 
and construction, but one destined to 
be of g reater value to the cotton farm ­ 
er than any m achine devised since the 
Invention of the cotton gin. 
It is a 
cotton seed grader or culler and works 
en the sam e P r in g le as an Irish po­ 
tato culler. 
Its object is to cut out 
all sm all and ffrilty seed and give the 
farm er the largo, well developed, vig­ 
orous see^ Ig r planting. 
The seed are 
poured into a long cylinder th at baa a 
wire screen bottom, divided into four 
sized m eshes. 
A nother cylinder, with 
hundreds of short spikes in it and 
reaching entirely through the receiv­ 
ing cylinder, is turned by hand and the 
m achine, being set at a considerable 
angle, the revolving cylinder (muses 
the seed to pass over the 
different 
sized mesh nettings and the sm allert 
and im perfectly formed seed drop out 
through the sm all m eshes and the big, 
good seed 
go 
through 
the larger 
m eshes. 
It gives the farm er his very 
best seed for planting and also en­ 


ables him to im prove his seed from 
year to year. 
The m achine is being 
handled in Brazos county by M essrs. 
E rnest and Marvin Elliott.

Bulletin Issued Urging Co-Operation 
in Elim inating Loss. 
W ashington, Nov. IO.— Cotton pro­ 
ducers are urged in a bulletin issued 
by the U nited S tates departm ent 
of 
agriculture to co-operate to dim inate 
tho heavy loss to the cotton industry 
between the tim e the seed is put into 
the gin and baled lint is delivered to 
the mill. 
The loss as far as the fiber 
is concerned results ^liefly from im ­ 
proper ginning, wliiiji injures the lint 
and to the inadequate pressing 
and 
covering of the ba^e. 
Too rapid run- 
• ing of the gin Jbachinery cuts the 
fiber, but protea n y the g reatest loss 
falling upon A m erican cotton under 
existing conditions is due to careless 
preparation of the bales.

cause of unusual conditions in 
the 
South and the m arkets of tile world, 
which are operating to reduce m ate­ 
rially the usual autum n supply of cot­ 
ton seed, cotton grow ers are urged by 
the United S tates departm ent of ag­ 
riculture to save enough of their best 
seed to m eet all th eir planting needs 
next spring. 
It is recom m ended th a t 
in estim ating the supply which will be 
needed allowance be m ade for possi­ 
ble replanting requirem ents 
It is al­ 
so suggested that farm ers having ex­ 
ceptionally good seed may find it ad­ 
vantageous to save more than enough 
to fill th eir own needs, since there 
should be a ready sale for the surplus 
in the spring to other patlners. 
Cotton grow ers should not bewili- 
lug, because of the seed shortage, to 
take th e first supply available w ith­ 
out regard to Its quality, but should 
willingly pay an increased price for 
the seed of typos of proven worth. 
Farm ers having a sufficient supply of 
unginned seed 
of 
desirable quality 
should see th at precautions are taken 
to avoid contam ination 
by 
m ixture 
with w orthless seed during ginning. 
It m ay be well to save such seed cot­ 
ton until near th e Close of the ginning 
season, when ^©rfrangements for espe­ 
cially carefyK ginning may be made. 
The \y ffn a ry 
factor in the cotton 
seed shortage, it Is shown by reports 
to the departm ent of agriculture, is 
the shortage of 
the 
cotton crop in 
m ost of the Southern states, due to 
drouth, floods and boll weevil Infes­ 
tation. 
The shortage is m arked in all 
the cotton producing states 
except 
(.eorigia, Louisiana, 
Tennessee, Ar­ 
kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, and Is 
appreciable in some of those states. 
The seed produced is rapidly passing 
to the mills 
for 
crusing, since the 
price offered per ton is approxim ately 
tw ice as high as during norm al years.

next step in home im provem ent should 
consist in putting in a good lighting 
system. E lectricity and acetylene gas 
are both excellent, and in th eir con­ 
venience and the real satisfaction af­ 
forded soon repay the cost of instal­ 
lation. 
We m ust come, B rother Farm er, to 
know th at the town has no right to a

home instead of m erely a house. 
Our

SUCCESSFUL TEST 


Former County Demonstration Agent 
Produced 52 Bushels to the Acre 
In Experiment. 


I guess it will be interesting to some 
of the farm ers of Brazos county 
to 
know the result on the dem onstration 
plot of land th at I conducted this last 
season on the main big road th at leads 
out east of town tow ard the Harvey, 
Steep Hollow and Reliance communi­ 
ties. 
Since it was seen by many peo­ 
ple during its cultural and growing 
season and slncd 
it 
was generally 
known th at it was a dem onstration be­ 
ing conductetLoy the w riter while he 
was the farm dem onstration agent of 
the county. 
This dem onstration was 
made in the m ost conspicuous place in 
the county and was made to prove be­ 
yond any question of a doubt th at 
corn can be raised under proper m eth­ 
ods in Brazos county in paying quan­ 
tities. 
It will be rem em bered th at I 
had repeatedly made the assertion in 
public addresses and in 
new spaper 
articles th at with proper m ethods the 
average corn yield in Brazos county 
could be increased from an average 
of less than 20 bushels to the acre to 
at least 35 bushels. 
I never v*^s pub 


Bely disputed on this pcsnt, but was 
told on different occasions in private 
conversation th at if I would only try 
the experim ent myself I would find 
that, while they knew I was honest in 
my belief, I would be very much m is­ 
taken. I was determ ined to snow how 
it could be done, so I selected the 
place where every m ovem ent in m ak­ 
ing the crop could be seen. 
I follow­ 
ed the dem onstration m ethods as near­ 
ly as was possible under the circum ­ 
stances. I had two serious draw backs 
to m aking this crop. 
One was I did 
not have proper im plem ents and the 
other was I did not get the land brok­ 
en until the latter p art of Jaunary, 
and when it was plowed it was en­ 
tirely too wet. 
I am sure on these 
two accounts the yield w'as reduced at 
least five, lf not ten, bushels to the 
acre. 
I made 52 bushels of good corn 
to the acre. 
I believe th at if every 
bushel had been correctly weighed it 
would have gone 55 bushels, at a cost 
of 28 cents per bushel.

only by the destruction of the infected 
trees.

efforts. 
Crude oil is poured over the diseased 
tree and it is set afire and burned out 
root and branch.. In some cases, where 
an entire grove is Infected, not only 
are the trees burned, but the ground 
is saturated with oil and fired, for it 
has been found th at the canker germ s 
will thrive for a long period even In 
the driest of soils 
In an address at a recent citrus 
m eeting at Gainesville, Fla., Mr. S ter­ 
ling declared th at the discase had 
been eradicated

tw entyone counties affected when the 
work began in 1914.
